CHILI? 

A Washington special says tiiere is 
still much concern folt by the president 
and secretary of state over tlio imme- 
diate result of Tuivscott's action in 
South America. Up to Afonday no re- 
ply had been received from him ac- 
knowledging tho receipt of two tele- 
grama of January 3d and tth, which 

• were'ilispatehed by the way of Europe 
and whioh%"ero designed to show him 
that a complete change of policy had 
been adopted by tho president. Tele- 
grams wore sent as most urgent matter 
und every precaution taken to insure 
prompt forwarding, Days succeeding 
the sending of these tolegrams were 
days of great anxiety. At the end of 
the *lth no reply having been received 
tho secretary of state sought tho Oliil 
ian minister at Washington to iuipresa 
on him in an informal talk that the 
president is said to have no policy in re- 
gard to pending troubles between Chili 
and Peru beyond a. desire to e.'cercise 
good oiBces as impartially and in the 
most friendly spirit toward both na- 
tions and solely for thn [lurposeof bring- 
ing about peace. I'oih the president 
and secretary of state, after carefully 
o.xaminiug the instructions to TuEscorr 

. were impressed with the belief that if 
ihey were written the United States are 
ori'tiie'tlircstbldbf war with Chili. They 
further believe that only by decid- 
ed action can the trouble bo avoided. 
The frank conference with the Clulian 
minister was for the purjiose of add- 
ing greater certainty to its avoidance. 
The first stage of trouble and anxiety 
now is lest Trescott, before he receiv- 
ed the now advices sent, may have 
adopted tbe' first instructions and tlius 
led to an open rupture of diplomatic 
relation. The serious results of such a 
misfortune have been in some degree 
escaped, it is believed, by the wide 

^'publication' of this government's motive 
or purpose' as shown by the recent in- 
structions and by tho conference with 
the Chilian ministej" at which a good 
understanding was reached. The presi- 
dent would in any event have made 
known hi? change of policy, but it was 
felt that.it would be much leas embar- 

'rassing to announce it before the trouble 
began and became publicly known. It 
ia not yet certain that di£iicultie.i have 
not already occurred, as those portions 
of Tuescott's last dispatch not fully 
deciphered are of a character to create 
much uneasiness and there will be

^Snown' that Trescott has received and 
begun to act under hi.s recent instruc- 
tions.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Jan. 31. — Tho tiro re- 
ported as breaking out in the "Times" 
office originated in a building formerly 
occupied by the Now York "World" 
in tho same block with the "Times" 
building but sci)arated by an interven- 
ing building. Strenuous efibrts are 
making to .save tho "Times," but tho 
lire i.s spreading rapidly and it is feared 
it cannot bo controlled short of the 
corner whore the "Times" oiEee ia lo- 
cated. There is an unconfirmed rumor 
of loss of several lives. Ambulances 
aro on the spot. There is slight snow 
falling but tho air is dry and crisp 
wich a light breeze from tho nortli 
which increases the difficulty of con- 
trolling the fire. The block in which 
tho fire is burning is an irregularly 
sliaped gore with tho building formerly 
occupied by the "World" in its south- 
east corner and tho "Times" building 
occupying the entire nortliern angle of 
tho gore. Tho "Tribune" office is 
diagonally across the street from the 
"Times" and the "Sun" office is on tho 
upper corner of the same block with 
the "Tribune" office. Tiie fire has 
been burning fiercely for an hour tak- 
ing hold in tho top of tho building ,°nd 
sending up large masses of flames. 

Irenas Prime sends tho following 
note to tho associated press: Tiio Now 
York "Observer" has been burned out 
and this week's issue will bo delayed. 
Tho "Observer" office was at 37 Park 
Row in the old "World" building. 
There were a largo number of stores 
and advertising agencies in that and 
adjoining houses. In one of these 
offices there were a number of women 
employed and it is reliably asserted 
that ono woman fell or leaped fromitbe 
roof over Pettingill's advertising oiSico 
and was killed. There aro rumors 
of another woman being burned in 
the offices, but these cannot be veri- 
fied. The pecuniary loss will he' very 
heavy both in buildings and stock in 
the stores including the wholesale 
supply of rubber machinery, etc. 

At eleven o'clock the southern end 
of tho gore is a mass of ruins, but it is 
now thought the "Times" will be saved 
tho igb the danger is not over. 

New York, Jan. 31. — Flames are 
raging fiercely in tho "Times" office. 
No doubt the building will be a total 
loss. 

Winona, Min., Jan. 31. — Robt. and 
John Carroll brutally murdered with 
pitchforks Titus Hoges, a respected 
farmer with whom their father was in 
dispute. Tho three Carrolls, who are 
a hard set, have been arrested. 

Disco, 111., Jan. 31.— On Sunday 
night Mrs. D. W. Jliller, becoming in- 
volved in a difficulty with her husband, 
seized an ax and attempted to kill bim. 
Failing in this she retirt.'d to anotlier 
room, saturated hor clothing with kero- 
sene and set fire to her dresa She was 
burned to death.

New York, .Tan. 28. — Under date 
of Panama, Jan. 18, we learn that 
Gen. Lynch left Lima, Jan. 2, at tho 
head of a formidable expedition against 
tho Peruvian Chieftain Cacerrcs. The 
forces of the latter were soon dispers- 
ed. The Chilians wore well received 
by tho people along tho line of march, 
who hailed them as deliverers of the 
terrible evil of Montonersc. The dis- 
appearance of Cacerres' troops and tho 
establishment of Chilian troops in tho 
Janin valley, has been of great benefit 
to the cause of peace. It will reopen 
trade with tho coast and enable far- 
mers and grazers to got thoir produce 
to niniket, and will aswst to revive 
business in Lima. 

On the night of Jan, 4, the second 
expedition started for the interior of 
Peru, but on a bettor route than that 
taken by CJen. Jjynch. It was about 
3000 strong, principally cavalry and 
infantry, under command of Col. Lug- 
ercss. 

The Prado monastery at Lima was 
recently invaded by 40 scoundrels, who 
took everything of value possessed by 
tho nuns, robbed the chape! and oven 
altars of thoir sacred relics. No trace 
of the thievcR. The Prado monaster)' 
was one of the richest in the city and 
has about 300 nuns and novitiates.

CAMBETTA'SbWNFALL-~EHCLISHOPi'NIONOF AM. 
ERICA-UTERARY-MUSICAl. WIO THE- 
ATRICAL NUTES. 

New i''oKK, Jan. 2d. — The Tribune 
has the following, dated at London, 
Jan. 28th; 

Gambotta's defeat is the logical par- 
liamentary result of his irreconcilable 
diilerencea with tho chamber, which he 
has rightly compelled to declare de- 
finitely \yhethor it waa for or against 
his ministry. The chamber Kolfishly 
preferred its own prolongation to con- 
solidation and a strong government. 
Gambetta's conSdonce in tho ultimate 
support of tho constitucncio.'^ is un- 
shaken. 

I have inini.storial authority for say- 
ing the dispatch of l']nglish troops to 
Ireland indicates only a determination 
to ensure more energetic enforcement 
of law. Troops are wanted for the 
protection of loyal citizens. Tho es- 
istenco of any important conRpirney re- 
quiring military iriiprossion on ;i Ini-go 
scale is discredited. 

The verdict in tho Guiteau trial is 
universally approved, but elicits from 
tho Times tho most ofTonsivo article 
since the rebellion. It declares that 
the American people are satisfied with 
the conduct of tho trial which was a 
broad farce enacted in court without 
one symptom of popular disapproba- 
tion. It doubts whether the nation 
which has turned the sufTerings of Gar- 
field into food for sensation, the crime 
into jest and the trial into a prolonged 
farce, has tho right to bang Guiteau. 
It insists thnt English sympathies e.^c- 
pressed at the time of the president's 
death are now proved to havo been un- 
nocesBary, and it affirms that all Am- 
ericans, educated people excepted, sat 
by Garfield's bedside not as sympathiz- 
ing friends but as dabblers in the mys- 
teries of physiology, and special author- 
ity on the chances for a man threaten- 
ed with pyaemia. The whole article is 
a series of studied insults. 

The "Saturday Review" follows suit 
in remarking that Guiteau is a typical 
American, urging that not merely the 
peculiar oflensivone.ss of the criminal 
but the peculiarity of tho crime itself 
are directly traceable to democracy. 
Tho scandals of tho trial, it says, are 
directly connected with the democratic 
politics of society, and it suggests that 
Guiteau's outbursts in court proceeded 
from generous indignation at finding 
his person restrained, hia motives ques- 
tioned and his character nssniled. It 
points to tho shooting of tho president 
as tho result of a hundred years of un- 
bridled democracy, and concludes that 
democratic helots may at least be 
thankful for an instructive lesson. 

Tho substance of tho new dispatches 
of Blaine and Frelinghuysen, published 
to-day was received too late for editor- 
ial comment except in the "Daily 
News" which has a brief, ill-tempered 
observation. The New York corres- 
pondents agree in stating that Ameri- 
cans regard the disclosures as extreme- 
ly damaging to Blaine, moat of the 
leading New York papers attacking 
him and none defending him. One cor- 
respondent says the feeling against 
Blaino throughout the country is uo 
bitter it is safe to predict that his pub- 
lic career is at an end. 

Dr. Lyon Playfair publishes in 
"McMillan's Magazine" for February 
an article on American industries as 
affected by the tariff. It is full of free 
trade assumptions, but embodies many 
interesting facts and striking admis- 
siona Playfair credits the protective 
system with the rapid growth of certain 
industries such na cotton, wool and iron 
and concedes that American manu- 
factures, although alleged to bo dearer, 
are honest, and good American me- 
chanics are, he says, more honest and 
efficient than foreign, and he concludes 
that nobody expect tho speedy estab- 
lishments of free trade nor is rapid 
transition desirable. He declares it 
impossible not to foresee that the Unit- 
ed States is about to become tho great- 
est manufacturing country in the world- 
An important unpublished work by 
Carlyle has been discovered lately. It 
is entitled, "A Tour in Ireland in 
1849," and coraprisps notes on the 
moral and political condition of that 
country of the most stringent character 
and greatest interest. This manu- 
script was unknown to Froude. When 
it was submitted to his examination bo 
waa 80 much delighted that ho volun- 
teered to write an introduction when 
it was to bo publi8h«<l in book form. 
Meanwhile it has been secured by Ed- 
mund Goase for the "Century Maga- 
zine," where it will shortly begin to 
appear as a serial, simultaneously in 
London and New York. 

Bret Harte, referring to Lanigaa's 
accusation of foisting a collection of 
fables published over Harte's name in 
England, desires to havo it stated that 
the very existence of such a book had 
been unknown to him till lately, and 
be finds on examination that it con- 
tains three brief pieces written by him- 
self years ago. The remainder, com- 
prising upwards of iif ty pieces of some- 
body else's book, has been published 
without Ilarte's authorization or know- 
ledge, bis name evidently being used 
to advertise it. Ho has written to tho 
publisher protesting against the misuse 
of his name.

London, Jan. 28. — ^Tho persecution 
of the Jowa in Russia continues to 
awaken the deepest sympathy among 
all classes here and to provoke strong 
feeling in Russia. Gladstone's refusal 
to remonstrate with the Russian gov- 
ernment is strongly coudemned. Whoa 
tho bastard and mongrel population of 
Bulgaria was badly treated tho pre- 
mier made all Europe ring with do- 
nunoiationa'of tho unspeakable Turk, 
but he waa not in power then, Tho 
Rothschilds and other powerful Jewish 
families aro raising a fund for the emi- 
gration of Russian Jews to the IJuited 
.States, but tbey cannot do much with- 
out active aid from the government, 
and this Gladstone declines to give 
them. Tho Russian authorities appear 
to be encouraging the war upon Jews, 
probably because Jew baiting is head- 
ing oft' nihilism. Dispatches relating 
to tho brutalities perpetrated upon tho 
unhapj)y people are ^suppressed by tho 
military consorahip, but the tales told 
by fugitives show that thoy are being 
subjected to tho vilest treatment and 
tortures. The czar, who is said to bo 
personally well di.nposed towards tlio 
Jews, is powerless. All his time is de- 
voted to providing for his own safety, 
and his chief officers prefer that the 
peasanta should murder Jews rather 
than dig dynamite mines. It is stated 
on good authority that German resi- 
dents in Russia aro also being mal- 
treated, and that when tho Jews aro 
disposed of tho peasants will make 
short work of Bismarck's co-patriots. 
Tho czar and the Emperor 'Wiliiara are 
continually oxchangiug love messages, 
but their subjects cordially detest each 
other. 

New YonK, Jan. 29.— "World'.H" 
London apcciol says: A hideously inde- 
cent oxpres.sion was interpolated in the 
"Times' " report of a speech by Sir 
Win. Harcourt last Monday. The mat- 
tor was made worse by an apology yes- 
terday, and a statement that the man- 
agement of tho "Times" hoped to bring 
the guilty parties to justice. This has 
increased the morbid curiosity of tho 
prurient, and copies of the issue refur- 
red to have been sold for ono pound 
each. It is said that twenty composi- 
tors and two proof-readers have been 
discharged from the "Times" office. 
Tho low weekly papers reprint tho re- 
port verbatim, and these papers are 
being sold by thcuHands in tho streets. 
It is doubly annoying to all parties to 
havo this filthy expression put in the 
mouth of tho home secretary. Sir Wil- 
liam, by the way, will succeed Lord 
Solborno as lord chancellor. Sir Henry 
James, the attorney general, is not po- 
pular with his party, and Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge prefers his present 
position to the woolstock. 

New Yoek, Jan. 29. — ^The great 
prevalence of scarlet fever in tho fash- 
ionable part.s of London begins to ex- 
cite alarm. Belgravia and South Ken- 
sington have suffered very Boverely,and 
many people think the infection is car 
ried about in cabs, while others ascribe 
the unhealthiness of the west ond to 
tho fact that all the bank of the Thames 
was a marsh in Anglo-Saxon times. 
Both theories are somewhat far-fetch- 
ed. The mansions of tho rich appear 
to bo more given to attack than the 
dwolliugB of tho poor. Diptheria of a 
fatal character is unusually rife. The 
Duchess of Sutherland and her daugh- 
ter are very ill with whooping cough. 

London, Jan. 29. — The "Observer's" 
correspondent at Dublin says there was 
another and larger failure on stock ex- 
cbango reported yesterday. It is ex- 
pected two or three largo houses will 
fail the present week unless assistance 
is rendered them. There has also been 
one failure in tho foundry business and 
ono in tho building basinosa; liabilities, 
-£60,000 and £150,000 respectively. 
There is quite a local panic, and busi- 
ness is at tho lowest ebb. Tradesiuou 
are endeavoring as far as possible to 
collect debts, but as debtors are mostly 
landlords, there is no possibility of 
settlement for a month to come. 

London, Jan. 29. — Dispatches from 
Paris state that tho new French cabi- 
net will compriao tho following: Leon 
Say, minister of finance; Tirard, of 
commerce; Goblc, of tho interior; Ad- 
miral Jauroguberry, of marine; Vaney, 
of public works; General Campenon, 
of war, and Coclierj, of posts and tele- 
graph. 

Paris, Jan. 29.— The list of the 
now ministry, as settled upon by tho 
present house, is as follows: De Frey- 
cinct, president of tho council and 
minister of foreign affairs; J ules Ferry, 
of public instruction; Goblet, of in- 
terior and of worship; Humbert, of jus- 
tice; Varroy, of finance; Carnot, of 
public works; Tirardi, of commerce;
